Watcning the Foundations. 

In >ur big harbor cities, where 
every inch of ground is precious, 
it has been necessary to build 
great '•sky-scrapers" too near the 
water to give a secure foundation 
except by driving piles. I 'nder- 
neath each huge steel structure is 
a bed of piles, and these piles must 
be left damp, or they will be at- 
tacked by dry rot. Tbere is usu- 
ally water enough in the soil to 
keep them moist, but it will do to 
trust to this In every building, 
therefore, h deep well is run down 
an ong the piles, and this well is 
often inspected. If there is no 
water in it the piling is in danger. 
W'nter is then poured in until the 
• haft is rilled to a certain level and 
thus the foundation is kept moist. 
The safety of the whole tremend- 
ous strusture depends upon this 
simple process, and if the man 
whose business it is to inspect the 
shaft neglects his duty, all the 
strength of the steel frame will not 
save it from tiual collapse. 

There is an analogy in t this ma- 
terial fast to certain opiritual facts 
We are not wise if we neglect the 
examination of our foundation 
principles now and then, for dry 
rot is possible. A young man may 
stint out with a good christian 
foundation and may forget it so 
entirely in building up bis out- 
ward life that he suddenly tinds
